HOW TO START AN EXHIBIT 
Experiences of a Novice Exhibitor 
- Bernice Watson 


The first step in your one-frame exhibit is determining what you wish to show: 


a single stamp and its history and usages 

a particular series and its development 
cancellations/postal markings 

covers - all kinds 

topical - your personal choice and particular interest 
first-day covers 


The second step is RESEARCH. Study every aspect of your topic that you can possibly 
think of. If it is a single stamp, be sure you have located all printings of that 
design. Good research will lead you into avenues you never knew existed. 
Method of printing? Type of paper? Engraver? Watermark? Inks? Errors? 
Particular or unusual usages? 


Write your outline........ make it a logical sequence........ beginning, middle, end. 
Do your text writing later. By all means, write your Title Page last! I did not 
follow this advice and found myself re-writing and tearing up and re-writing and 
tearing up almost endlessly. 


Block out squares on pieces of paper representing eight (or 16) pages as mounted in 
a frame and plan a sequence that has eye appeal. Your best material should appear 
on the first and second rows of the frame, or in the middle. Recommended order of 
showing is: 

essays, then proofs 

plate blocks should precede usages on cover 


Many resources are available to help you. Get them; read them; study them; and 
FOLLOW them.

The American Philatelic Society’s Chapter 
Activities Committee on Sept. 12 announced the 
winners of the 1990 APS CAC show program 
contest. 

The contest recognizes the efforts involved in 
producing a chapter show program, and chaptor 
editors receive constructive written critiques.

WOULD YOU LIKE TO HAVE YOUR VERY OWN POSTMARK? 


Did you know that anyone in the U.S. can obtain their own 
postmark to cancel mail? First, ask a post office for Form 
#3620. At the top of the form write “Mailer’s Precancel Postmark.” 
After filling out the form, sketch a sample of your proposed 
postmark. Itmustconform exactly to the sample below, substituting 
your city name and zip, amd making your permit number 0 (zero). 
Your local postmaster will submit your application form and sketch 
to your main post office, where you will be assigned a permit 
number. The form is then mailed back to you, endorsed with your 
personal permit number. There is no charge whatsoever for any of 
this. Questioning postal officials should refer to the Domestic Mail 
Manual, section 143.3. 

The only cost to you will be in the making of the rubber stamp 
canceller itself. Most print shops can make such rubber stamps. 
Make sure that the maker understands that the dates must be 
interchangeable! While the cancel design has to conform to the

sample, itcan be made larger or smaller overall to your liking. If you 
have difficulty in finding someone locally to make a canceller, write 
to Herb Harrington, PO Box 585, Vienna, OH 44473-0585 and 
enclose a SASE for his current price. Atlast report, it was about $15. 
He is the official cancel maker for the Mailer’s Postmark Permit 
Club, PO Box 5793, Akron, OH 44372-5793. ` 

Of course, the main reason to have your own postmark is to 
neatly cancel your own mail the way you wish. First, only black ink 
is to be used. Second, mail you cancel must be postmarked for the 
day it is mailed and given either to your mailman or a postal clerk. 
It can NOT be dropped into a mailbox. This is to prevent them from 
going through the regular cancellation machines and double 
postmarking your letters, By the way, one of your first letters (or 
postcards) should be to the Permit Club listed above. They will 
register your cancel in their records. Hundreds of collectors avidly 
seek out these personal cancels. +++ Tom Fortunato
